Noted Hunger Striker Is 
Now in State of 
Collapse.

Lasting More Than 
Two Hours.

LONDON, Sept. 13—Terence Mac- 
Swiney, lord mayor of Cork, was 
in a state of collapse and exhaust­ 
ion this morning at Brixton prison, 
where he is continuing his hunger 
strike. This is the 32nd day of his 
fast. MacSwiney passed a bad and 
restless night, according to a bulle­ 
tin issued early today by the Irish 
Self Determination League. 


Other Strikers Still Alive. 
CORK, Sept. 13. — The eleven 
strikers in Cork jail were still alive 
today, but all of them were ma­ 
terially weaker. Two of the striking 
prisoners, collapsed twice dining the 
night and their rondition is causing 
especial anxiety.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13— W ith na­ 
tional suffrage achieved and over­ 
joyed over the victory which has at 
last come to the forces of suffrage, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi­ 
dent of the National American Wo* 
man Suffrage association, soberly 
points out that with the victory 
comes added responsibility and op­ 
portunity for more work. 
On her triumphal return from 
Nashville. Tenn., to this city she 
a as 
given 
ovation after 
ovation 
with several big jubilee meetings, 
and to all she pointed out that the 
women must now be ready for the 
work ahead. 
•The suffrage victory means op­ 
portunity for more work, and added 
responsibility," says Mrs. Catt. 
“The suffrage triumph is too be­ 
lated for it to come with any shock 
or surprise. We have long been 
ready for It. We are ready for 
the work that lies on ahead of us. 
“Since votes for women is now 
an accomplished fact, what are the 
women going to do with the vote? 
“ Are they going to draw back 
their skirts in disdain from all in­ 
terest in politics on the ground that 
it is corrupt? 
“Are they going to join the army 
of kid-gloved men slackers whom I 
have heard proudly boast that they 
would not touch 
politics with a 
ten-foot pole? 
“Or are they going to be one of 
those who will help swell America’s 
army of voters who put conscience 
and thought into the scales 
with 
party politics and party candidates? 
“In order to help the new woman 
voter find her way through the 
maze of these besetting questions 
there has been formed the National 
League of Woman Voters. In each 
state state branches are forming out 
of 
the old suffrage associations. 
This league is not partisan, it is 
pan-partisan, all partisan. A woman 
can be a member of it and yet be 
a member of any political party 
she may choose, exactly as she may 
be a member of it and be a mem­ 
ber of any church she may choose. 
“The League of Woman Voters 
is not encouraging women to leave 
their parties, for it is through the 
political parties that we must work. 
They furnish us with the machinery 
through which we are enabled to 
reach the public, keep the public in­ 
formed, through which the public 
consciousness is created* Get into 
the parties, was the slogan adopted 
by the league at the Chicago con­ 
vention. 
“Neither state nor nation should 
temporise 
with 
the 
problems 
of 
government with them. Lynchings 
compelling the kissing of the Ameri­ 
can 
flag, deportations, are 
not 
meeting the situation. The nation 
is suffering from having so long 
kept the tools of government from 
the women. Home means more to 
woman than it ever can to man. 
Since the earliest forms of civiliza­ 
tion, when a dugout with its wood 
fires was the center of the home, 
woman with her chidren has been 
the defender of that spot and she 
will continue to defend it to the 
last. 
“We must set our strong Ameri­ 
can 
shoulders against 
intolerance 
wherever 
it 
may 
be. 
Intolerance 
anywhere will cause the crumbling 
of any foundation. The great war 
was one result of many causes, but 
after all the one great cause was 
intolerance. No sooner has one step 
of freedom been gained than those 
who suffered from intolerance them­ 
selves become intolerant and ana 
try to prevent the next step.

single residence fit to stable cattle. Because of poor prices 
the tenant could not pay for his land. The landlord could 
not pay tot improvements. On ever farm -could be found the 
one-room shack devoid of porch or windgw-screen; the roof 
leaking, and the broken walls admitting the cold ‘of winter. 
The footprints of poverty were visible on every farmstead. 
Eight years ago a discouraged farmer was pleading with 
a worrie banker for a renewal of his mortgage. It was a 
continued story of low prices and inability to pay. The banker 
dreaded to see the farmer enter the bank. After an hour’s 
pleading the farmer might obtain the banker’s promise to 
renew the mortgage for another year. The farmer will never 
forget his feeling of humiliation and discouragement he left 
the bank to return to his humble home. 
But the passing of republican rule at Washington saw 
the clouds pass from the financial' skies of Oklahoma. Thous­ 
ands of farmers have become home-owners. Thousands have 
paid for their farms with the products of a single season. 
Prices have crept up from the zero mark of 1912 to unprece­ 
dented figures in 1920. Interest rates have gone down in 
many cases as much as 75 per cent. The one-room shacks 
are disappearing. The old pole pen has given way to the 
ample barn. Comfortable homes are seen in every community. 
The nightmare of 40 per cent interest is almost forgotten. 
The enactment of the Federal Reserve Law was the first 
step in economic freedom for the farmer. It preserved match­ 
less prosperity in the United States while other nations stood 
in the bread-line. The increase in the volume of currency 
has made money easy and blessed the farmer beyond calcu­ 
lation. No greater change has ever been wrought in the his­ 
tory of the republic than during the past eight years. 
When democracy gained control of the government the 
farmer of Oklahoma was almost an economic slave. After 
eight years of democratic administration the farmer of Okla­ 
homa is monarch of all he surveys.
